September  9,  1944 
Dear  Diary, 

This  is  THE  day — a  senior  at  last!  Walking  into  J.  H.  S.  with  my  spirits  soaring 
and  my  head  held  high,  I  tried  to  look  the  "high  and  mighty"  senior  those  sophies 
and  juniors  expect  me  to  be.  An  "upperclassman" — somehow  that  word  frightens  me 
even  more  now  that  I  am  one.     Jeepers! 

December  10,  1944 
Dear  Diary, 

What  a  life!     Being  the  "big-cheese"  is  strictly  "Okay".     Getting  to  walk  out  first 

from   assemblies,   ordering   announcements,   being   measured  for   caps    and   gowns
